Insane Asylum Plans. 


J. 8. Sturgeon, the architect, das 


been working for some time on a set 
of plans for the new asylum building 
soon to be erected near Reno. 
The 


plans are to be submitted on Thurs- 
day next, and a JOURNAL reporter has 
drawn from the architect the append- 
ed explanations of his design. 
The 


description will be interesting, as 
showing an approximate idea of the 
style of the building and what all the 
plans will try to provide for. 


THE ASYLUM 


is intended to face south, overlooking 
the Truckee river, and consist of a 
main center building and two wings 
running east and west, making a front 
of 285 feet by a depth of 14D feet, and 
two stories high above the basement, 
which will be 9 feet above the present 
surface of the ground; but the earth 
removed from the foundation will be 
placed around the outside of the same 
so as to form a terrace two feet high 
to give a better elevation and protec- 
tion against frosts. 
The main center 


building will be divided by the main 
corridor, 12 feet wide, running its en- 
tire length in each story., The base- 
ment contains the kitchen, bakery, 
pantry, store mom, wood-room, coal- 
room, trunk-room, tool-room, etc. 


THE FIRST FLOCIU 


contains the office, rc'ception-roora, 
laboratory, clerks'-room, three dining 
rooms (in size 24x37, 20x25 and 16x20, 
all of which are connected with tbe 
kitchen by dumb waiters), and a lava- 
tory which also lias an outside en- 
trance. 


The second floor contains the libra- 


ry, 
reading-room, 
steward's-room, 


matron's-roam, sewing-room, dining- 
room, 20x23 also connected with the 
kitchen by a dumb waiter. 
Four 


sleeping apartments for servants, bath- 
room, and lavatory with stairs leading 
down to first °tory and basement. The 
wings are also divided by a corridor, 
10 feet wide, running their entire, 
length in each story. 


IX THE BASEMFNT 


will be placed the engine-room, fan- 
mom, hot ;iir chamber, laundry, dry- 
ing-room, 
ironing-room, 
fuel-room 


and 11 number of store-rooms. 
h,acl) 


of the wincjs in the fir^t and second 
stories art1 cliuded alike, each contain- 
ing one -lay-room 24x23. threu durini 
turius 21x22 each, and twelve .smaller 
leepiug-rooms, two bath-rooms each, 
one lavatory and tlire; water closets. 
Three stairways lead from each ward, 
which, with a front and rear porch, 
aft'orc1 abundant means of escape in 
case of fire, and as a further protec- 
tion each ward, and also the main 
building from the kitchen and dining 
rooms, are separated by brick wall" 
and iron doors. 
The basement will 


be built of stone and tho first and sec- 
ond story will be brick with stone 
window and door sills urd Unties. 
The roof and cornices will be iron. 
The Newell posts to front steps and 
the posts supporting the froi.t porch 
and portico will be of cast iron. 


VENTILATION. 
( 


On the roof will be placed six ven- 


tilators 6 feet in diameter, as also a 
small doms, which serves tbe double 
purpose of a belfry and a ventilator, 
whicn is surmounted by a flag-pole, 
the top of which will be 125 feet 
above the ground. 
The machinery 


for running the ventilat.ing fan and 
pump will be run by a small Turbine 
wheel, while the steam for beating, 
washing and cooking purposes will be 
furnished 
by 
two tubular boilers 


placed some ways in the rear of the 
main building. 
The building will be 


lighted with gas 
throughout, 
but 


whether from the Reno gas works or 
manufactured at the building is not 
yet decided. 
One feature of the plan 


is that there i? not a dark room, pas- 
sage or corridor in the building, but 
all are connected by windows with 
the outside. 
The windows in the 


ward building are intended to have 
their interior bars and muntons of 
cast iron, and the rails and stiles of 
wood, and none of the glass over 6 
inclu-s wide, by means of which all 
pr,-on like bars are dispensed v.-ith on 
the inside. 
It '.rill be noticed that ar- 


chitect Sturgeun seems to have taken 
in all necessury arrangements 
for 


comfort and safety.
